The United Supreme Court has 
delivered a knockout blow to the 
labor unions. The Court, in 
the ca.se of a New York law which 
limited the worxing day of em- 
ployees in bakeries and confec- 
tionery shops to ten hours, has de- 
cided that no State has the right to 
place an arbitrary limit on the 
working day of those engaged in 
healthful occupations. This is 
equivalent to declaring unconstitu- 
tional in advance the Eight Hour 
Lalxir law which the labor unions 
have been beseeching Congress to 
enact. 

1 ‘OLITU’S AND POLITICIANS 

Representative Royston, Repub 
licaii, made a sensational .speech in 
the Tennessee House of Represen 
lalives in which he bitterly assailed 
the Brownlow Republicans. The 
speech was made in support of a 
bill repealing the act prohibiting 
the sale of liquoi within tour miles 
of the Old Soldiers’ Home at John-^ 
son City. He characterized the , 
home as a Brownlow nest of corru{> 
tion, thievery and fraud. 

The Jefferson day banquet in 
New York was attended by 700 
Democrat.s. The speakers were 
Judge Alton B. Parker, Augustus 
Van Wyck, Senator Newlands, 
Mayor .McClellan, Congressman 
Rainey, of Illinois; John W. Kern, 
of Indiana, and J. J. Willett, of Ala- 
bama. The principal address was 
delivered by Judge Parker and his 
remarks were enthusiastically ap 
plauded. He made a strong plea 
for party harmony and urged an ad- 
herence to the old landmarks, de 
crying what he termed “new-fang- 
led forms of hysteria and humbug.” 

NEWS ITEMS 

The new Cotton Belt railroad 
bridge at Thebes, III., built at a cost 
of ^3,000,000, was opened for traffic 
Tuesday. 

The largest library in the world 
is that of Paris. It contains up- 
wards of 2,000,000 printed books 
and 160.000 manuscripts. The! 
British museum contains about 
1,500,000 volumes, and the Impe- 
ful Library of St. Petersburg, about 
the same number. 

The new Board of Directors of 
the Pa^ma Railroad Company, 
now controlled by the Government, 
made a complete revision of the 
officers of the company. Theodore 
P. Shouts is made president and 
John F. Wallace vice-president and 
general manager. The sum of 
$1,250,000 was appropriated for 
double-tracking and re-equipping 
the road.

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Problems of an Editor.

It is fortunate for me that the 
request was to write about the 
editor’s problems, rather than to 
solve them. My task is easy. 

The editor himself is a problem, 
and often one which it is diihouit 
for the brethren to solve. How 
came he to be editor, anyhow? 
Who selected him? What fitness 
has he exhibited for the position? 
How can he be managed? How 
can pressure be brought to bear ou 
him that will keep him in line? How 
can he be eliminated? And so on. 

One of the editor’s problems is 
to get the brethren to believe he is 
the right man in the right place. 
Nothing more conclusively proves 
the topsy-turviness of the worla 
than the patent fact that the Wiong 
persons occupy the positions. Peo- 
ple without money would do so 
much better with wealth, if they 
only had it, than the rich people do 
II only the poor man had the 
money, no de.serving person would 
be allowed to be in want, and no 
gO()d cause would be allowed to 
suffer lor lack of means. Who can 
listen to poor jieople talk without 
being convinced tint the wrong 
ones have the money? 

Then, the wrong people are 
parents. It is notorious that those 
who have no children know vastly 
more how to rear children than do 
lathers and moihers. Hence the 
the wrong people are parents. 

We see this principle illustrated 
in all directions, but we find its 
most pointed and most pungent 
illustration in ihe case of editors. 
Charles Dudley Warner said that in 
his travels over the United States 
he loiiiid many petiple unable to 
take a paper? but he never found 
anybody unable to e lit one. 

.\iiother problem ot the editor is 
to accommodate some friends with- 
out giving offense to others. A 
friend asks that a certain sort of 
article be published, or that his 
hobby be advocated. Others have 
made the identical request, and 
have been refused. Now. to re- 
fuse this friend is to alienate him, 
while to grant the request is to of- 
fend all to whom similar requests 
have been denied. A railroad presi- 
dent can give a free pass to one 
friend and refuse many others, for 
they never know', in all probability, 
of the pass he has given. But the 
editor cannot grant a favor to one 
which he declines to another with- 
out telling on himself, since his 
columns are open to all. 

Still another problem is to ad- 
just the compliments. II the edi- 
tor compliments all the brethren 
alike, none of them are pleased, be- 
cause no one feels that he is on a 
par with the rest. Each one must 
have special compliments. When 
the editor thinks he has paid a 
specially handsome compliment he 
is liable to find that the subject 
feels he deserved a much finer com- 
pliment, while others are disgusted 
that the editor should “praise that 
fellow so extravagantly, and over- 
look many greatly superior to him.’’ 
It has been well said that editors 
are men who make other people’s 
reputations at the expense of their 
own 

Then, too. th*’ make-up of the 



paper involves problems. If too 
much is said ou this subject, or 
too little ou that, fault is found. If 
the editor is mild iti his utterances, 
he is regarded as namby-uuuby and 
insipid. If, however, he is sharp 
and inci.sive, he is charged with 
having a “bad spirit,’’ and with be- 
ing “too belligerent ’’ If he stands 
squarely for certain principles, he 
IS said to be “narrow,” “bigoted,” 
“intolerant ’ ai d “opposed to prog 
ress,” while if he .stands squarely 
for nothing, he is “milk and cider.’’ 
“without principle,” and “coward- 
ly.’’ If he publishes articles with 
which he does not agree, then the 
offended subscribers write; “Stop 
my paper. I will not take a paper 
that publishes such articles as that.” 
But if he reluses to publish articles 
with which he does not agree, then 
he is making the paper his ‘ per- 
sonal organ,” is “unfair,” and is 
“opposed to free speech,” etc. 

Then, if the editor really says ah>- 
tl ing he is liable to be misunder- 
stO(xi. No man’s utterances aie 
passed upon by such a variety of 
minds. Thackeray in his “Round- 
abouts Papers” gives a very amus- 
ing account of .some o.'his trials as 
editor of Cornhill Magazine. He 
speaks of referring to a “led-haired 
wa.sherwoinan.” and of getting an 
angrv letter saving; “Sir, in stat- 
ing that the majority of washer- 
women are red haired, you are a 
bar, and you had better not speak 
of ladies wHo are immeasurably 
your superiors ” He closes his dis- 
cussion with the following deliver- 
ance; “Out of mere malignity, I 
suppose, there is no man who would 
like to make enemies. But here in 
this editorial business you can’t do 
otherwise: and a queer , sad, strange, 
hitter thought it is, that must [cross 
the mind of man\ a public man; 
“Do what I will, be innocent or 
spiteful, be generous or cruel, there 
are \ and B and C and D who will 
hate me to the end of the chapter — 
the chapter’s end — to the finis of 
the paye— when hate and envy, and 
fortune, and disappointment shall 
be over.” Yet there are many 
brethren so anxious to be editors 
that they cannot wait for vacancies, 
but are constrained to start papers 
of their own. 

It is a problem with editors to 
trim down long articles to reason- 
able dimensions, and lest I add to 
Editor Folk’s problems of this sort, 

I mention but one more. 

How to treat writers who wish 
pay for their articles, especially if 
the said articles are poems is a 
problem. One lady writes that she 
has three orphan children and a 
sick mother to provide for, and 
surely we will not decline hei arti- 
cle to which she has devoted so 
much time and care. To refuse to 
use her article is to show one’s self 
utterly lost to all noble emotion, 
and to proclaim one’s self a moral 
mon-;ter. Yet the article is far be- 
l«w the standard for a first-class 
paper. A prominent man of wide 
influence has a niece whom he 
wishes to encourage to write, and 
to support herself by her pen, for 
which he is sure she has “rare gifts 
if properly encouraged.” She be 
longs to a large and powerful fami- 
ly, and her article is urged. To 
refuse it shows that the editor is an 
enemy of this great family, and is 
an ingrate in view of the many 



favors he has received from the 
members of the connection. Is it 
n .t ntntnge that more editors do 
not go to lunatic asvlum>? But 
there must be compen-ations, else 
we would not find >o many of such 
sensible men wishing to be editors. 
But I was not asked to write about 
the compierisatioiis. That pleasant 
tisk is left to other hands. — Baptist 
and Reflector
